As  the  aroa  under  Conniunist  control 
spread,  it  beoano  a  no-nan’s- land.  Nows  from  tho  districts  hold  by  the  Com¬ 
munists  was  scarce,  but  now  and  then  Shangliai,  Canton,  or  Hongl:ong  learned  from 
refugeos  of  bloody  Kiassaoros,  of  lootings,  of  burnings,  and  of  the  d.istruotion 
of  oven  the  noagro  degree  of  lav;  and  order  that  has  previously  existed.

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’*bcoe?t  for  sufforinj;  an  absolute  ban  nc-ainst  all  forina  of.  rolicion, 
the  people  who  subiait  vdthout  resistance  to  Coa-nunist  rulo  are  not  nolostcd;
